Arcacha has said he would, 
fight extradition on the conspira- 
cy charge and there were indica- 
tions he would do the same on 
the burglary- allegation. 

Arcacha, who- has lived here 
since 1963 and works with the 
export division of an air condi- 
tioning firm, said he knows of 
“nothing pertinent” he could tell 
New- Orleans officials. He said ] 
his activities while in New Or- 
leans had absolutely nothing to 
do with any plot to assassinate 
the President. 

In the New Means charge, 
David Ferrie and Gordon Navel 
were named along with Arcacha 
in the conspiracy to commit 
burglary charge. v i--. , 

Ferrie died of natural causes 
on Feb. 28. Garrison claimsthe - 
dead pilot -figured into his Keri : 
nedy assassination “plot.” 

Novel' also was named in the
